The Ger- 
mans then sank her with bombs.

Triumph, who landed here with his 
men this morning, said he was told 
by Che captain of the submarine 
which captured his vessel that he 
was only one of six U-boats operat- 
ing on this coast.

wore him down.

most of it from this side of the ocean, 
because the largest portion of French 
sugar beet land is in German hands. 
As a result, the French people bare 
been placed on a sugar ration of about 
18 pounds a year for domestic use; 
a pound and a half a month. This 
photograph rhows how the German 


troops destroyed French sngar mills. 
Thanks to the French rationing sys- 
tem the annual consumption has been 
cut to 600,000 tons, according to re- 
ports reaching the United States Food 
Administration. Before the war France 
had an average sugar crop of about 
750,000 tons of sugar and bad some 
left over for export.
